OUB spring witch grass began to 


•how In a clover pasture. It wan a, 
wet season; and we couldn't'keep It 
flown, says a Wisconsin correspondent 
of the American Cultivator. The naxt 
season I put some ground Into cab- 
bage, just a little cabbage along-where 
this quack -was, and there Is one of the 
crops that will help to clean tho laud 
by the amount of thorough cultivation 
of the ground. I hoed .It ,out all sum- 
mer long, clear on up to the 1st of Sep- 
tember, and last season I put u strip ol 
corn again on this same ground lu or- 
der to kill the quack out If there was 
any left, but I failed to find any there 
at all, and it was cleaned out Just by 
working it thoroughly with the cab- 
bage crop the year previous. 


A somewhat unusual method of light- 


ing witch grass was described la a 
Wisconsin farmers' meeting. The in 
tested land was heavily manured in 
the winter or spring und the manure 
harrowed two or three times to work 
It down among the roots and stimulata 
rapid growth, which brings the roots, 
nearer the surface.

of Petrosino, the New York Detect- 
ive, Figures In the Proceedings 


Viterbq, Italy, March 13.—-Formal 


proceedings have begun in the trial of 
thirty-six members of the Neapolitan 
Camorra, including the alleged head 
of the organization, Enrico Alfano, 
also known as "Errlcone," for the 
murder of Gennaro Cuoccolo and his 
wife, Marie Cutinelll Cuoccolo, "the 
Deautlf ul •'. Sorrentina." 


The prisoners are charged with the 


assassination of fellow members of the 
Camorra, as well as many other mur- 
ders and robberies perpetrated by the 
most desperate criminal society of 
modern times. 


Petrosino, the New York detective, 


first arrested "Erricone," the alleged 
head of the band. His death Is sup- 
posed to have been the price paid for 
running down the criminal. 


King Victor Emmanuel ordered the 


lire-sent 
prosecution. 
Minister 
of 


Justice Fanl is pressing the charges. 


Three hundred and thirty witnesses 


for the state and COO for the defense 
were offered. 
Only 360 of the latter, 


however, are to be heard. 
Twenty- 


tour men comprise the jury, twelve 
for the jury proper' and twelve for 
possible substitutes. 


For the first time in Italy, t 


presidents of the court were appoint- 
ed to direct the trial, so that If one 
should unavoidably be absent the other* 
might take his place. 
Most of the 


day was given over to the selection ol 
a 
jury, 
but 
notwithstanding the 


threats of the presiding judge, to apply 
the severest fines against citizens of- 
fering pretexts for not serving on the- 
Jury, almost unsurmountable difficul- 
ties arose at the last moment and the 
trial was postponed until Tuesday. 


The crown 
prosecutor 
strongly 


stigmatized such want of civic feeling. 
Ho declared, if persisted in, it would 
deprive the accused of their personal 
liberty and' tliolr right to be tried. 
The authorities intend to leave noth- 
ing undone, however, to bring the 
prisoners to justice and to keep out 
of the jury box any and all persons 
who may be thought susceptible to 
Tear engendered by the Camorrist or- 
ganization or influenced by threats on 
the part of. the supporters of the ac- 
cused.
